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Northwest  Mississippi  Community  College  has  its  roots  in  the 
system  of  agricultural  schools  which  were  set  up  throughout  this  rural 
state  in  the  early  years  of  this  century.  First  organized  as  Tate  County 
Agricultural  High  School  in  1915,  the  school  began  to  offer  college  level 
classes  in  the  fall  of  1926.  With  encouragement  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education  and  leadership  from  Porter  Walker  Berry,  who 
became  the  college's  first  president,  this  initial  endeavor  proved  to  be 
successful.  Two  years  later  Quitman  County  pledged  its  support  for  the  expanded  class 
offerings.  Meanwhile  the  Mississippi  Junior  College  Commission  urged  school  officials 
to  convert  the  established  classes  into  a  complete  two-year  program.  As  a  result,  in  the 
fall  of  1928  a  fully-sanctioned  junior  college,  later  named  Northwest  Mississippi  Junior 
College  and  accredited  by  the  Mississippi  Junior  College  Accrediting  Association, 
opened  its  doors  to  fifty-nine  students. 

Like  all  public  institutions,  Northwest  has  been  influenced  by  the  political  and 
economic  climate  in  the  state.  When  the  Great  Depression  struck  in  Mississippi  with 
particular  virulence,  students  were  allowed  to  pay  for  their  board  by  donating  garden 
and  farm  products  to  the  dining  hall,  while  the  government's  public  works  program 
provided  funds  to  supplement  the  school's  budget.  During  World  War  II  an  accelerated 
program  was  introduced  to  allow  young  men  to  complete  their  educations  quickly  so 
that  they  could  join  the  war  effort.  As  returning  veterans  enrolled  in  large  numbers 
after  the  war,  the  curriculum  was  expanded  to  fit  their  needs,  and  new  buildings  were 
constructed  from  government  surplus  materials. 

Throughout  this  time  the  course  offerings,  the  physical  facilities,  and  the 
extracurricular  activities  of  the  school  were  growing.  By  the  end  of  its  third  decade  of 
operation  the  curriculum  had  expanded  from  a  basic  program  of  liberal  arts  and 
agriculture  to  include  science,  art,  and  journalism  in  addition  to  a  variety  of  vocational- 
technical  courses.  The  original  three  buildings  had  been  supplemented  with  a  cafeteria, 
additional  dormitory  and  classroom  space,  sports  and  recreational  facilities,  and  acreage 
for  a  model  farm.  In  1953  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  commended 
Northwest  as  a  "bargain  in  educational  facilities"  and  granted  the  college  its  coveted 
accreditation.  During  the  next  few  years  the  college  continued  to  prove  that  it  deserved 
this  honor  by  broadening  its  capacity  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  eleven-county  district  it 
has  grown  to  encompass.  A  bus  route  began  to  provide  free  transportation  for 
:ommuters,  while  night  classes  and  off-campus  courses  offered  extended  educational 
services. 

Today  Northwest  is  comprised  of  five  campuses  which,  along  with  the  farm,  are 
valued  at  more  than  $35  million.  In  addition  to  the  main  164-acre  campus  in  Senatobia, 
the  college  includes  DeSoto  Center,  Lafayette-Yalobusha  Technical  Center,  Benton- 
Marshall  Center,  and  Olive  Branch  campus.  Enrollment  in  1994  reached  4,059.  Yet  in 
the  midst  of  almost  seven  decades  of  growth  and  under  the  leadership  of  the  school's 
seventh  administration,  the  mission  of  Northwest  remains  true  to  the  vision  of  its 
founders.   Northwest  strives  today,  as  it  did  in  1926,  to  bring  higher  education  closer  to 
the  people  as  it  serves  the  academic,  employment,  physical,  cultural,  and  special  needs 
of  the  citizens  of  northwest  Mississippi.  — Lucie  R.  Bridgforth

Although  the  name 
may  not  be  familiar,  Humphreys  is  known  by  many  for  his  role  in  this  year's 
popular  motion  picture,  "Forrest  Gump",  in  which  he  portrayed  young 
Forrest,  a  physically  disabled  boy  with  a  below  average  IQ  who  grew  up  to 
reach  terrific  heights  despite  his  disability. 

"We  were  so  excited  to  have  Conner  as  our  special  guest  for  the  festival," 
said  Patricia  Davis,  co-coordinator  of  the  event.  "The  character  he  represents 
is  a  great  inspiration  for  the  participants  and  others  to  strive  to  achieve  the 
highest  goals  they  can  set  for  themselves,  no  matter  what  the  obstacle." 

The  fourth  annual  festival,  with  the  theme  "Rockin'  and  Rollin'  Mississippi 
Style"  featured  appearances  by  a  wide  variety  of  guests.  Prior  to  an  Elvis  look- 
alike  contest,  a  performance  by  the  Miracles  of  Baddour  Memorial  Center 
was  followed  with  30  minutes  of  sideburns  and  hip  shakin'  when  profes- 
sional Elvis  impersonator  Elvin  Aaron  took  the  stage.  The  festival  mainstage 
was  reminiscent  of  a  50s  diner,  featuring  two  jukeboxes  and  a  1959  Cadillac 
on  the  floor  of  Howard  Coliseum. 

Special  entertainment  was  featured  on  the  mainstage  throughout  the  day 
with  appearances  by  the  Hernando  Village  Players,  pianist  Lucas  Lee  of 
Hernando,  and  Miss  DeSoto  County  and  1994  Miss  Northwest  Jahnae 
McKibben  of  Nesbit.  Northwest  freshman  Josh  Buchanan  of  Senatobia 
presented  country  tunes  Garth  Brooks  style,  and  the  new  1995  Miss  North- 
west Stacy  Eisenhart  of  Southaven  made  her  first  official  appearance. 

Northwest  student  groups  and  organizations  got  into  the  volunteer  spirit 
with  special  exhibits  and  demonstrations.  The  Northwest  Rodeo  Team  gave 
roping  lessons,  LPN  students  conducted  a  health  check,  and  the  college's  Art 
Department  created  caricatures  and  clay  sculptures.  Volunteers  from  the 
college's  cheerleading  squad,  athletic  teams,  SGA,  VICA,  Child  Develop- 
ment Center,  and  Disabled  Students  Council  were  on  hand  to  assist  partici- 
pants. 

T-shirts  for  the  festival  featured  artwork  by  commercial  art  student  Andy 
Walters  of  Southaven.  Festival  programs  carried  a  design  by  commercial  art 
student  Eileen  Van  Hook  of  St.  Louis.  The  pair  were  winners  of  a  competition 
held  by  the  department's  Graphic  Design  I  class. 

Very  Special  Arts  was  founded  in  1974  by  Jean  Kennedy  Smith  as  an 
educational  affiliate  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts. 
Very  Special  Arts  Mississippi  is  a  statewide  volunteer-based  non-profit 
organization  which  promotes  awareness  of  the  educational  and  cultural 
benefits  of  the  arts  for  people  with  disabilities.  For  the  past  three  years, 
Northwest  has  been  the  host  for  the  Northwest  District  Regional  Festival  for 
residents  of  Tate,  Panola,  DeSoto,  Quitman,  and  Tunica  counties. 
Approximately  850  participants  and  350  volunteers  attended  the  one-day 
event.

The  Very  Special  Arts  Festival  was 
hosted  on  the  Senatobia  campus  March 
4, 1994,  for  residents  of  DeSoto,  Tate, 
Tunica,  and  Quitman  Counties.  This 
four-county  event  is  a  part  of  Very  Spe- 
cial Arts  Mississippi,  a  non-profit,  vol- 
unteer-based organization  that  serves 
people  of  all  ages  with  all  types  of  dis- 
abilities, providing  programs  in  music, 
dance,  drama,  and  art.  It  is  supported 
by  the  Mississippi  Arts  Commission 
and  various  United  Way  agencies. 

"The  majority  of  Very  Special  Arts 
participants  come  from  public  schools, 
but  other  populations  with  disabilities 
are  also  included,"  said  Patricia  Davis, 
coordinator  of  the  event  and  director  of 
Community  Services  at  the  college. 
"This  year  we  had  about  800  partici- 
pants and  200  volunteers,"  she  said.

It  was  chaotic  during  the  first  two  weeks  of 
school  with  late  registration  and  dropping  and 
adding  classes.  There  was  much  confusion  about 
getting  classes  and  making  sure  that  they  corre- 
lated with  the  working  schedule  available. 

"I  spent  about  five  hours  trying  to  make  it  pos- 
sible to  go  to  school  and  keep  my  job,"  said  Bryan 
Duffel. 

There  was  a  coliseum  floor  full  of  instructors 
waiting  to  help  students  figure  out  their  schedules 
and  what  they  need  for  their  major. 

After  all  was  said  and  done,  4,205  students  had 


registered  for  the  fall  of  1994.  There  were  4,059  day 
and  night  school  students.  "We  are  slightly  down 
from  last  fall,  but  I  think  this  is  a  trend  we're  seeing 
statewide,"  said  President  David  M.  Haraway.  "We 
had  anticipated  a  slight  decreasebased  on  the  strong 
economy  and  the  availability  of  jobs  in  this  area." 

Senatobia  campus  day  and  evening  enrollment 
was  2,205,  a  slight  decrease  from  last  fall's  2,328. 

Lafayette- Yalobusha  Technical  Center  in  Oxford 
experienced  an  all-time  high  with  685  students. 
Day  enrollment  at  DeSoto  Center  reached  600,  while 
evening  school  classes  stopped  at  497.  Benton- 
Marshall  Center  in  Ashland  had  the  highest  enroll- 
ment in  the  last  five  years  with  72  day  students.

President  Haraway  said,  "We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  the 
Honorable  Bernice  Donald  as  our  speaker.  She  has  distin- 
guished herself  as  both  a  state  judge  in  Tennessee  and  now  as 
the  first  black  female  ever  appointed  to  a  judgeship  in  the 
bankruptcy  court.  We  are  honored  to  have  her  share  a  message 
with  our  graduates."

DOCUDRAMA 


When  an  accident  occurred  at  the 
Northwest  Farm  April  28, 1994,  draw- 
ing a  hospital  helicopter,  law  enforce- 
ment officials,  the  fire  department  and 
a  crowd  of  300,  it  was  hard  to  believe 
that  the  "victims"  were  actors. 
Docudrama  '94,  a  mock  emergency,  was  presented  by 
Northwest's  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  and  the 
Mississippi  Highway  Patrol. 

Four  teenagers  and  a  family  of  four  were  involved 
in  the  "automobile  accident".  The  car  in  which  the 
teenagers  were  riding  was  supposedly  driven  by  a 
person  under  the  influence  of  alcohol.  "We  wanted 
to  present  this  aspect  of  the  docudrama  for  the  ben- 
efit of  all  teenagers  who  are  planning  proms  this 
spring,"  said  Lynn  Elliott,  EMT  instructor  and  coor- 
dinator of  the  event.  "Maybe  they  will  think  more 
about  drinking  and  driving  after  having  seen  this  pro- 
gram." 

High  school  students  from  Senatobia  City  School, 
Magnolia  Heights,  Hernando  and  Horn  Lake  turned

out  to  watch  the  enactment,  which  re- 
ceived coverage  on  WMC-TV's  evening 
news. 

The  presentation  was  held  in  conjunc- 
tion with  National  Emergency  Medical 
Services  Week,  which  was  celebrated 
May  15-21, 1994. 

Emergency  service  organizations  participating  in 
the  event  included  the  Senatobia  Volunteer  Fire  De- 
partment, Tate  County  Ambulance  Service,  Hospital 
Wing,  Tate  County  Sheriffs  Department,  and  North- 
west Campus  Security. 

"Not  only  was  this  event  beneficial  for  the  commu- 
nity, but  it  also  provided  an  excellent  training  oppor- 
tunity for  our  department,"  said  Senatobia  Fire  Chief 
Robert  Latham.  "We  were  able  to  use  all  of  our  rescue 
tools,  but  we  didn't  have  to  work  under  the  pressure 
that  a  real-life  situation  brings.  We  don't  get  that 
chance  very  often.  If  it  had  an  impact  on  only  one 
teenager,  it  was  worth  all  the  effort,"  he  said.

Library  equipment 
speeds  research 
time  for  students 

R.C.  Pugh  Library  has  recently  acquired  a  new  com- 
puter-generated card  catalog  and  check-out  system  for  stu- 
dent convenience.  The  42,000  volumes  in  the  learning 
resources  center  are  arranged  by  author,  title,  call  number, 
or  any  words  that  might  be  connected  with  the  subject. 

"The  computer  also  lets  the  user  know  immediately 
whether  materials  are  checked  out  or  on  reserve,"  said 
Caroline  Brownlee,  who  took  on  the  task  of  getting  this  new 
system  on-line  along  with  new  duties  as  interim  director  of 
Learning  Resources. 

Installed  during  the  fall  semester,  the  computers  are  a 
part  of  the  Unicorn  Data  Management  System.  Funding  for 
this  project  came  through  a  state  appropriation  and  totaled 
$140,000. 

The  program  is  run  on  an  IBM  RISC  System/6000 
Model  250  host  computer.  There  are  12  public  service 
terminals  at  the  library.  Equipment  has  also  been  purchased 
for  the  DeSoto  Center- Southaven  campus.  It  is  expected  to 
be  in  use  after  the  new  DeSoto  Center  opens  on  Church  Road 
in  the  fall  of  1995. 

"I  am  as  excited  about  this  automation  system  for  the 
library  as  I  have  been  for  any  project  Northwest  has  had," 
said  Academic  Dean  Marilyn  Comer.  "This  is  the  perfect 
tribute  to  Mae  Bell  Fly,  who  was  director  of  Learning 
Resources  here  at  Northwest  until  her  retirement  last  semes- 
ter," said  Dr.  Comer.  "This  last  contribution  is  a  perfect  end 
to  her  career,"  she  said. 

"The  students  have  been  anxious  to  use  the  new  system, 
and  most  have  had  no  difficulty  using  it,"  said  Brownlee. 
"Most  students  are  more  comfortable  using  the  system  than 
adults  because  they  are  more  familiar  with  computers.  They 
are  able  to  follow  the  instructions  on  the  screen,"  she  said. 

Among  the  units  placed  in  the  library  include  the  Biblio- 
graphic and  Inventory  Control  Module,  the  Academic  Re- 
serves, Authority  Control  Circulation,  Enhanced  Public 
Access,  and  Serials  Control  Modules. 

The  programs  were  created  from  the  company  SIRSI, 
which  is  based  in  Huntsville,  Ala.  and  is  one  of  the  world's 
leading  suppliers  of  information  automation. 

The  new  equipment  is  available  for  use  during  regular 
library  hours.

Former  Washington 
Senator  and  Texas  Ranger 
Jim  Miles  completes  his 
seventh  year  as  athletic  di- 
rector and  20th  as  head 
baseball  coach  at  North- 
west. Under  Miles'  direc- 
tion, 20  championships 
have  been  won  by  the 
Ranger  baseball  team. 

Miles  entered  the  1994 
season  with  an  overall 
record  of  479-244  for  a  .663 
winning  percentage  Hehas 
produced  six  state  champi- 
onships, seven  North  Divi- 
sion titles,  and  two  region 
crowns. 

One  of  his  accomplish- 
ments as  athletic  director 
was  helping  Northwest  es- 
tablish the  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1991  to  honor 
Ranger  Sports  heroes  from 
the  past,  and  Miles'  name 
was  added  to  this  list  of 
honorees  when  he  was  in- 
ducted into  that  group  this 
fall  for  his  accomplish™ en  ts 
while  a  student  athlete. 

During  his  pro  career, 
which  began  in  1965,  he 
played  under  Hall  of  Famer 
Ted  Williams.  As  a  seven- 
year  big-league  pitcher,  one 
of  Miles'  biggest  moments 
was  when  he  struck  out  the 
legendary  Mickey  Mantle 
in  their  only  meeting. 

Miles  stayed  on  the  pro- 
fessional scene  for  seven 
years,  and  was  featured  on 
two  series  of  baseball  cards. 

Since  Donny  Castle 
joined  Miles  as  an  assistant 
in  1978,  the  two  have  com- 
piled a  record  of  429-216 
and  have  claimed  five  divi- 
sion, four  state,  and  one  re- 
gion championship.

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Looking  for  new  life  in  the  Region  23  Division  II  Tournament,  the  Ranger  baseball  team 
fell  short  in  their  efforts  to  try  to  salvage  a  somewhat  disappointing  season.  Northwest 
finished  its  season  18-28  and  11-14  in  the  north  division-only  the  second  losing  record  since 
Head  Coach  Jim  Miles  took  the  reins  of  the  club  in  1976. 

Even  though  the  Rangers  didn't  enjoy  the  success  they've  been  used  to  in  past  seasons, 
three  members  of  the  1994  squad  were  named  All- American,  and  two  of  those  were  selected  to 
the  All-Region  23  team. 

Wade  Brown,  a  first  baseman/designated  hitter  from  Jonesboro,  Ark.,  finished  third  in 
the  nation  in  batting  with  11  home  runs  and  was  listed  among  the  national  leaders  in  runs 
with  50  batted  in.  Brown,  a  two-year  starter  at 
Northwest,  hit  .407.  Leading  the  Rangers  in  almost 
every  offensive  category  with  31  runs  scored,  12 
doubles,  and  49  RBI's,  he  was  selected  Most 
Valuable  Player  and  Team  Captain  by  his 
Ranger  teammates.  For  his  stellar  season, 
Brown  was  honored  with  second  team  All- 
American. 

If  the  team  gave  a  Most  Improved 
Player  award,  it  would  surely  have  to  go  to 
Jim  Kelly  Miles.  A  pitcher/first  baseman, 
Miles  finished  the  year  with  a  record  of  7- 
3  and  an  ERA  of  334  with  54  strikeouts, 
compared  to  his  freshman  season 
performance  of  2-5  with  an  ERA  of  5.51. 
The  mainstay  on  the  Rangers'  pitching 
staff,  the  Senatobia  native  was  also 
recognized  with  third  team  Ail-American 
honors. 

Shortstop  Marty  Siebert  not  only  excelled  on 
the  field  for  the  Ranger  baseball  squad,  he  also  did  it  in 
the  classroom.  Siebert,  of  West  Memphis,  Ark.,  was 
rewarded  with  Distinguished  Academic  All- American 
honors  for  maintaining  a  3.95  GPA  in  the  field  of  pre- 
engineering.  On  the  diamond,  Siebert  batted  .255  with  23 
runs  and  14  RBI's.  He  now  attends  Arkansas  State 
University.

Young  guns  like  quarterback  Bryan 
Sparacino,  running  back  John  Avery,  re- 
ceiver Andre  Rone,  and  defensive  tackle 
Cletidus  Hunt  led  the  1994  edition  of  the 
Northwest  Rangers  to  a  7-3  mark. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  history,  North- 
west did  a  role  reversal  in  1994  and  became 
the  giant  killer  by  knocking  off  the  #13  team 
in  the  nation  East  Mississippi  46-27  during 
the  fourth  week  in  the  season.  The  Rangers 
did  it  again  in  the  eighth  week  by  polishing 
off  #11  Itawamba  24-21  in  Fulton. 

Sparacino  broke  numerous  freshman 
records  that  were  set  just  a  couple  of  years 
ago,  while  Avery  was  busy  dodging  tacklers 
and  baffling  defensive  coordinators  with  his 
brilliance  in  the  open  field.  Rone  was 
Sparacino's  favorite  target  and  led  the  re- 
gion in  catches,  as  Hunt  was  wreaking  havoc 
in  the  opponents'  backfields.  These  are  just 
a  few  of  the  names  that  give  the  Rangers  a 
bright  outlook  for  the  future. 

Northwest  began  the  year  with  a  38-21 
thrashing  of  Gulf  Coast  in  Senatobia.  Avery 
introduced  himself  to  the  Ranger  fans  by 
collecting  147  yards,  while  Sparacino  passed 
for  301  yards  on  22  completions.  Terence 
Samuel  caught  seven  of  those  tosses  for  124 
yards. 

In  week  two,  the  Rangers  lost  to  Holmes 
for  the  first  time  since  1981.  Not  only  did 
Northwest  lose  the  game,  but  they  also  lost 


Samuel  who  broke  his  ankle.  Avery  carried 
the  ball  23  times  for  159  yards  and  Rone 
caught  six  balls  for  118,  but  it  wasn't  enough. 

Rone  showed  out  in  the  next  game  against 
East  Central,  catching  seven  for  1 1 3  as  North- 
west beat  the  Warriors  26-16.  Avery  broke 
the  100-yard  mark  for  the  third  straight 
gameand  linebacker  ChrisConnor  collected 
four  sacks. 

In  one  stretch  against  East  Mississippi, 
the  Rangers  scored  four  straight  touchdowns 
to  put  the  Lions  away  46-27.  Avery  scored 
three  times,  once  on  a  95-yard  kickoff  re- 
turn, while  linebacker  Lavelle  Alexander 
racked  up  14  tackles. 

Another  300-yard  performance  by 
Sparacino  led  the  Rangers  to  a  37-14  win 
over  Copiah-Lincoln.  The  signal  caller  com- 
pleted 1 6  of  25  passes  and  threw  four  touch- 
down passes.  Rone  snagged  eight  for  180 
yards  and  three  scores. 

The  usual  victory  over  Coahoma  came  in 
week  six  with  Northwest  winning  58-12. 
Backup  quarterback  Luke  Massey  entered 
the  game  and  threw  for  105  yards,  while 
Hunt  and  defensive  tackle  Keith  Drayton 
picked  up  three  sacks  each. 

A  heartbreaking  25-20  loss  at  Mississippi 
Delta  dimmed  Northwest's  chances  of  win- 
ning the  north  division  title.  A  42-yard  field 
goal  by  Nason  Williams  with  4:56  left  put 
the  Rangers  ahead  20-19,  but  the  Trojans 
scored  with  57  seconds  on  the  clock  to  get 


the  win.  Avery  was  his  usual  outstanding 
self  with  215  yards  rushing  on  30  carries. 

Northwest  rebounded  and  put  itself  in 
the  driver's  seat  in  the  north  division  race 
with  a  24-21  win  over  Itawamba.  Trailing 
21-10  at  the  half  to  the  number  one  defense 
in  the  nation,  the  Rangers  got  two  touch- 
down passes  from  Sparacino  in  the  final 
quarter,  one  to  Rone,  the  other  to  Oran  Single- 
ton, to  pull  it  out. 

Homecoming  1994  was  a  success  as  the 
Rangers  downed  rival  Northeast  21-14,  but 
it  wasn't  easy.  Northwest  used  another  14- 
point  fourth  quarter  on  a  30-yard  pass  from 
Sparacino  to  Rone,  and  a  60-yard  dash  by 
Avery  to  seal  it.  Avery  ran  for  207  yards. 

It  all  came  down  to  the  final  game  of  the 
season  to  see  who  would  play  for  the  state 
championship.  If  Northwest  could  beat 
Hinds,  the  same  two  teams  would  meet  the 
next  week  for  state  prominence,  but  should 
the  Eagles  win,  it  would  set  up  a  contest 
between  Hinds  and  Itawamba.  Hinds  won 
the  game  21-10,  but  it  was  a  Ranger  miscue 
that  proved  to  be  the  most  costly. 

With  Hinds  ahead  17-3  and  Northwest 
deep  in  Eagle  territory  looking  to  cut  the 
deficit,  a  Ranger  interception  was  returned 
85  yards  for  a  score  to  end  Northwest's  year. 
Sparacino  still  passed  for  306  yards  against 
the  nation's  third-best  defense  and  Hunt 
racked  up  11  tackles  including  two  sacks.

Head  Coach  Bobby  Franklin  has 
amassed  a  124-31-6  mark  in  14  sea- 
sons that  ranks  him  fifth  nationally 
among  active  community  college 


coaches.  The  Rangers  have  also 
accumulated  numerous  trophies 
under  Franklin  such  as  the  1982 
and  1992  national  championship, 
six  region  championships,  five  state 
titles,  and  nine  division  crowns. 

Franklin  was  recently  featured 
in  an  edition  of  NFL  Gameday  maga- 
zine that  recognized  him  for  pro- 
ducing professional  football  play- 
ers.

Defensive  coordinator  Robert 
McGraw  has  always  been  known  for 
putting  together  a  tough  defense.  In 
fact,  since  he  took  the  posi tion  in  1 989, 
only  17  teams  have  managed  to  score 
over  20  points  in  70  contests.  In  1994, 
Northwest's  defense  limited  oppo- 
nents to  an  average  of  119  yards  per 
game  rushing. 

Fourth-year  offensive  coordinator 
George  Smith  came  to  Northwest  in 
1991  and  installed  a  pro  style  offense 
that  has  produced  a  lot  of  points,  sta- 
tistics, and  stars.

After  finishing  the  1994  season  with  a  break-even  record  of  4-4,  the 
Northwest  tennis  program  took  a  new  coach  into  the  1995  schedule. 
Brett  Brown,  who  has  spent  the  previous  five  years  as  an  assistant  for 
Sports  Information  at  Northwest,  took  the  reins  of  the  Ranger  tennis 
program. 

In  1994,  Northwest  battled  north  division  and  state  competition 
with  only  two  freshmen,  but  still  managed  sweeps  of  arch-rivals  North- 
east and  Holmes.

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Northwest  athletics — a  winning  tradition 


Sports  are  a  way  of  life  at  Northwest.  Whether  it  be  on  the  local,  state, 
or  national  level,  Northwest  Mississippi  Community  College  is  recognized 
for  having  one  of  the  most  competitive  athletic  programs  in  the  country. 

Spring  sports  kicked  off  the  1994  schedule  with  the  Ranger  baseball 
team  under  the  direction  of  Jim  Miles  and  Donny  Castle  finishing  with  a 
record  of  18-28.  Two  players-first  baseman  Wade  Brown  of  Jonesboro, 
Ark.,  and  pitcher  Jim  Kelly  Miles  of  Senatobia-were  named  All- American 
and  joined  fellow  Rangers  Jason  Van  Every  of  Senatobia,  Chris  McMinn 
and  Paxton  Spence  of  Batesville,  and  Mark  Flagg  of  Hernando  on  the  All  - 
State  team. 

In  only  his  second  year  at  the  helm  of  the  Ranger  tennis  program,  Coach 
Tim  Hale  led  Northwest  to  4-4  mark.  Two  wins  over  Northeast  were  the 
sweetest  for  the  young  netters,  who  competed  with  five  freshmen  on  a  six- 
man  squad. 

Coach  Don  Edwards  and  his  golf  team  placed  in  every  tournament  with 
standout  John  McDaniel  of  Nesbit  representing  Northwest  in  the  National 
Championship  Tournament  in  Greensboro,  N.C.,  June  6-10. 

Intercollegiate  women's  softball  was  welcomed  back  to  campus  after  a 
six-year  absence.  Coach  Brenda  Gray's  Lady  Rangers  swept  a  doubleheader 
from  Mississippi  Delta,  and  recorded  wins  over  East  Central  and  Northeast. 

After  a  10-rodeo  season,  two  members  of  Coach  Bud  Young's  team 
competed  in  the  college  rodeo  finals  in  Bozeman,  MonL ,  in  June.  Returning 
sophomore  Virgil  Alsup  of  Byhalia  finished  tenth  in  the  nation  in  bull 
riding.  Bareback  rider  Jason  Swain  of  Comersville  was  eliminated  before 
the  final  round. 

Following  a  hot  summer,  all  eyes  turned  to  the  gridiron  where  Bobby 
Franklin's  Rangers  turned  in  a  7-3  season.  It  marked  the  13th  time  in  14

years  that  a  Franklin-coached  Northwest  team  finished  with  six  or  more 
wins.  Although  the  Rangers  missed  the  playoffs  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row,  the  outlook  is  promising  for  1995  when  the  Rangers'  top  passer, 
rusher,  and  receiver  all  return  for  their  sophomore  seasons.  Northwest  did 
have  two  All- Americans,  defensive  lineman  Keith  Drayton  of  Fort  Myers,  I 
Fla.,  and  receiver  Andre  Rone  of  Daytona  Beach,  Fla.,  were  both  selected 
second  team  by  the  NJCAA.  Eight  Rangers  signed  to  play  with  four-year 
colleges. 

After  Ranger  basketball  Coach  Marc  Dukes  recorded  the  school's  first  | 
20-win  season  in  over  10  years  in  1993-94,  people  were  wondering  what 
his  1994-95  squad  could  do  for  an  encore.  The  fast-breaking  Rangers 
answered  their  critics  by  posting  a  20-3  regular  season  for  third  place  in  the 
north  division  standings.  It  marked  the  first  time  since  the  1980  and  1981 
seasons  that  Northwest  had  won  20  or  more  games  in  consecutive  years. 
The  Rangers  were  also  tough  on  south  division  opponents  by  winning  of  six 
of  six  against  their  foes  from  the  other  conference. 

No  Ranger  basketball  fan  will  soon  forget  the  three-amigo  guard 
tandem  of  Shantell  Atkins  and  Tracy  Wallace  of  Earle,  Ark.,  and  Conswella 
Fowler  of  Lake  Charles,  La.  Neither  will  Northwest's  opponents-from 
Atkins  using  her  quickness  to  drive  to  the  hoop  for  a  basket  to  watching 
Fowler  and  Wallace  dropping  three-pointers  on  their  opponents  like  mad 
bombers.  Atkins  set  school  records  for  steals,  assists,  triple-doubles,  and 
quadruple-doubles,  while  Wallace  set  records  for  three-pointers  attempted 
and  made.  Mostly  behind  the  play  of  these  three.  Northwest,  led  by  Coach 
Don  Edwards,  put  up  a  1 5-7  regular  season  mark  which  placed  them  second 
in  the  final  north  division  standings.

Faculty,  staff,  and  students  at  DeSoto  Center  not  only  saw  a  brand 
new  92,000  square-foot  building  nearing  completion  at  the  center's 
new  location  on  Church  Road,  but  they  also  saw  the  implementation 
of  new  procedures,  new  programs,  and  new  instructors  during  the 
1994-95  school  year. 

For  the  first  time  in  10  years,  the  college  offered  pre-registration  for 
students  with  a  pilot  program  at  DeSoto  Center  which  allowed  219 
students  to  complete  the  process  early  for  the  spring  semester.  "The 
number  of  students  eligible  for  pre-registration  was  limited  to  sopho- 
mores and  vocational-technical  day  students,"  said  DeSoto  Center 
Dean  Keith  Godbold. 

Godbold  hopes  that  in  the  near  future,  the  program  can  be  ex- 
panded so  that  all  DeSoto  Center  students  can  take  advantage  of  the 
ease  and  convenience  of  pre-registration. 

With  the  increase  in  population  and  business  development  in  the 
DeSoto  County  area,  the  Mississippi  Small  Business  Development 
Center  announced  in  November  the  opening  of  a  new  Small  Business 
Development  Center  located  at  DeSoto  Center's  Southaven  campus. 
The  center  provides  free  one-on-one  counseling  to  current  and  poten- 
tial small  business  owners.  Among  the  services  provided  through  the 
center  is  assistance  with  business  plan  writing  and  loan  sourcing  and 
packaging.  The  SBDC  also  sponsors  workshops  and  seminars  de- 
signed to  assist  small  business  owners. 

To  meet  the  changing  educational  needs  of  the  adult  learner  and 
students  who  work,  DeSoto  Center  offered  for  the  first  time  classes 
scheduled  in  the  early  afternoon  and  on  Saturday  in  addition  to 
regular  day  and  evening  classes.  These  courses  allow  students  to  work 


toward  earning  an  associate's  degree  or  take  classes  to  enhance  their 
knowledge  and  personal  skills.  Courses  in  business,  English,  history, 
psychology,  respiratory  care  technology,  science,  oral  communica- 
tion, computer  science,  and  college  algebra  were  offered  as  late 
afternoon  and  Saturday  classes  during  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 

Four  new  instructors  joined  the  DeSoto  Center  faculty  last  fall. 
David  Bourne  was  added  to  the  academic  division  to  teach  economics, 
while  respiratory  care  technology  instructor  Risa  Parker  joined  the 
center's  vocational-technical  faculty.  English  instructor  Sturgis 
Monteith  was  added  to  the  DeSoto  Center  staff  from  his  previous 
position  with  the  English  faculty  on  the  Senatobia  campus.  Walter 
Beggerly  returns  to  Northwest  as  aviation  maintenance  technology 
instructor  on  the  Olive  Branch  campus. 

Several  honors  were  presented  to  both  students  and  faculty  during 
the  1994  school  year.  Chosen  to  attend  the  annual  Lamplighter  Con- 
ference, sponsored  by  the  Mississippi  Community  and  Junior  College 
Academic  Dean's  Association  as  a  chance  for  faculty  to  share  teaching 
techniques,  were  DeSoto  Center  instructors  Linda  Owen  and  Joan 
Prahl,  in  addition  to  Jane  Greever  and  Jackie  Collinsworth  from  the 
Senatobia  campus. 

Nursing  major  Nicole  Harris  of  Olive  Branch  was  crowned  1994 
Homecoming  Queen  Oct.  27duringhalftime  festivities.  A  sophomore, 
Harris  was  one  of  four  freshman  and  sophomore  maids  chosen  to 
represent  the  center  through  campus  elections  and  was  selected  queen 
by  students  voting  at  all  five  Northwest  centers.

The  DeSoto  Center  campus  opened  in  1975  after  a  study  concluded  that  the  establish- 
ment of  an  attendance  center  in  DeSoto  County  would  enhance  Northwest.  A  voca- 
tional-technical center  was  established  in  the  Olive  Branch  Metro  Industrial  Park  in  the 
fall  of  1985  to  meet  the  training  needs  of  the  citizens  of  DeSoto  County  and  surrounding 
areas.  In  1990,  by  a  directive  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  DeSoto  Center  was  dedicated 
to  the  memory  of  the  late  Henry  B.  Koon,  president  of  Northwest  from  1974  to  1985. 

Today,  DeSoto  Center-Southaven  offers  13  academic  courses  of  study  leading  to  the 
Associate  of  Arts  degree  and  eight  vocational-technical  courses  of  study  leading  to 
either  the  Associate  of  Applied  Science  or  a  vocational  certificate.  The  Olive  Branch 
campus  offers  courses  in  aviation  maintenance  technology  and  commercial  truck 
driving. 

The  future  of  DeSoto  Center  looks  bright  as  the  relocation  south  approaches.  With  the 
new  center  ready  for  classes  in  the  fall  of  1 995,  administrators  hope  to  offer  more  classes, 
more  programs,  and  more  opportunities  to  students  in  the  11 -county  district.

Despite  enrollmenc  trends  on  other  campuses  in  the  1994- 
95  school  year,  the  figures  were  up  on  the  Ashland  campus  for 
both  the  fall  and  spring  semesters,  according  to  Director 
Martha  Mitchell. 

"We  are  especially  proud  of  our  practical  nursing  class," 
said  Mitchell.  "In  the  second  year  that  we  have  had  the 
practical  nursing  program,  we  are  filled  to  capacity.  The 
passing  rate  for  the  30  students  in  the  program  who  took  their 
state  boards  for  the  first  time  was  93  percent,  and  we  are  sure 
that  will  improve  on  the  second  testing.

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Experience,  broadly  recognized  as  the  best  teacher,  has  taught  David 
McWilliams  Haraway  how  to  be  a  top-notch  administrator. I  lis  experience 
as  an  educator  reaches  from  conducting  classes  in  junior  high  school 
history  and  civics  to  teaching  university  graduate  courses  in  public  school 
finance  and  theories  of  educational  administration. 

He  put  theory  to  practice  when  he  was  hired  as  Director  of  Fiscal 
Affairsin  1975atNorthwest'snewDeSotoCenterinSouthaven.  Twoyears 
later  he  was  named  Director  of  Research  and  Development  for  the  rapidly 
growing  campus.  From  1979  to  1984  he  served  that  center  as  Assistant 
Director,  whose  overall  responsibility  was  to  administer  a  successful 
educational  program. 

Moving  to  the  Senatobia  campus  for  the  fall  semester  1984,  Dr.  Har- 
away was  named  Executive  Assistant  to  the  Vice  President  of  Operations. 
In  June  1985  he  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Computer  Operations 
Center.  On  Sept.  26,  1985,  the  college's  Board  of  Trustees  announced  that 
Dr.  Haraway  was  their  choice  for  president.  He  officially  became  the 
seventh  president  of  Northwest  Mississippi  Junior  College  on  Oct.  1. 

In  the  nine  years  since,  Dr.  Haraway  has  added  to  that  background  of 
experience  while  achieving  the  objective  he 
stated  his  first  day  as  chief  administrator:  "I'd 
like  to  place  Northwest  in  the  position  of  hav- 
ing one  of  the  finest  educational  programs  in 
the  state." 

Perhaps  destined  to  become  an  educator, 
Dr.  Haraway  is  the  second  of  five  sons  born  to 
classroom  teachers,  the  late  Maury  and  Jane 
Haraway  of  Olive  Branch.  After  graduating 
with  honors  from  Olive  Branch  High  School, 
Haraway  attended  the  University  of  Missis- 
sippi where  he  earned  three  degrees — the  Bach- 
elor of  Business  Administration,  the  Master  of 
Education,  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in 
educational  administration  and  supervision. 

This  sequence  of  higher  education  was 
interrupted  by  a  tour  of  duty  in  the  U.S.  Army 
Artillery  Branch  and  later  his  first  teaching 
assignment  at  Olive  Branch  Junior  High  School. 
While  workingon  his  doctorate,  Haraway  was 
a  research  associate  for  the  University  of  Mis- 
sissippi School  Planning  Laboratory  and  be- 
gan teaching  graduate-level  courses  for  the 
university  at  DeSoto  Center.  Until  he  became 
president,  he  taught  10  different  graduate 
courses  for  Ole  Miss. 

During  his  presidency,  Dr.  Haraway  has 
brought  about  positive  change  to  the  college 

and  plans  to  continue  his  committment  to  moving  Northwest  into  the  year 
2000. "I  think  everyone  feels  good  about  the  school  and  the  direction  we're 
going.  Our  academic  program  is  as  good  as  you'll  find  in  the  first  two  years 
of  college  anywhere  in  the  state,"  he  said. 

In  recent  years,  changes  in  the  college's  growth,  both  statistically  and 
physically,  have  come  swiftly.  A  record  4,205  students  enrolled  during  the 
1993  fall  semester,  the  largest  enrollment  in  eight  years,  and  over  4,000 
enrolled  in  the  fall  of  1994.  "When  we  add  the  people  we  reach  through 
short  courses  and  seminars,  summer  camps  and  refresher  courses,  indus- 
trial training  and  JTPA  programs,  Northwest  serves  annually  more  than 
7,500  citizens,"  said  Dr.  I  laraway. 

Student  population  is  not  the  only  thing  growing  at  Northwest.  The 
new  DeSoto  Center  facility  located  on  Church  Road  on  a  52-acre  site 
donated  by  the  family  of  Earl  and  Bessie  Ross  of  I  lorn  Lake  is  taking  shape. 
The  94,000-square-foot  building  comprising  Phase  I  of  the  project  will  be

ready  for  students  to  enroll  for  the  fall  semester  in  August  1995.  A  40,000- 
square-foot  vocational-technical  building  is  planned  for  Phase  II. 

On  the  Senatobia  campus  renovation  projects  continue.  The  James  P. 
McCormick  Administration  Building  which  was  recently  designated  as  an 
official  Mississippi  Landmark,  has  been  renovated  to  accommodate  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  and  Department  of  Community  Services. 

The  skyline  has  changed  with  the  new  pitched  roofs  on  the  Fine  Arts 
Building,  the  McGhee  Building,  and  Taylor  Hall,  which  is  undergoing 
complete  renovation  that  began  in  January  1994.  Funding  for  the  project 
has  been  appropriated  through  Senate  Bill  3057.  Plans  are  being  made  for 
the  renovation  of  Gainey  Hall,  a  men's  housing  facility  built  in  1966.  This 
project  will  be  totally  funded  through  House  Bill  1613,  Laws  of  1993. 

Other  capital  projects  anticipated  through  this  funding  include  over- 
framing  the  roof  of  the  Art  Building  and  an  interior  face  lift,  renovating 
Bo  bo  Hall,  renovating  restroom  facilities  in  Technical  Education  Buildings 
I  and  III,  and  re-roofing  the  Lafayette- Yalobusha  Technical  Center  in 
Oxford  and  the  technical  building  on  the  Olive  Branch  campus. 

Also  included  on  the  construction  schedule  this  year  are  the  roofing  of 
the  Lafayette  1  lumanities  Building  Yalobusha 
Dorm,  Tate  Hall,  and  Benton-Marshall  Center; 
renovation  and  replacement  of  heating  and 
air  conditioning  in  Technical  Education 
Building  III;  and  new  lighting  and  paving  for 
the  coliseum  parking  lot.  The  Fine  Arts 
Auditorium  will  get  a  new  entrance,  a  shop 
for  set  construction,  and  the  addition  of  a  new 
band  hall. 

This  past  July  Dr.  Haraway  welcomed 
participants  at  16  remote  sites  when  the 
Community  College  Network  was  dedicated. 
The  interactive  video  system  connects  the  15 
state  community  colleges,  Mississippi  State 
University  and  the  University  of  Mississippi 
Medical  Center.  This  project  was  funded 
through  the  Rural  I  lealth  Corps  initiative. 

At  an  annual  legislative  meeting  last 
November  sponsored  by  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Community  and  Junior 
Colleges,  Dr.  Haraway  expressed  his 
excitement  about  the  college's  success  in  the 
past  year  with  a  list  of  "things  to  brag  about". 
It  included:  Northwest's  first-ever  unqualified 
audit  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1993; 
an  improved  and  strengthened  financial 
situation;  reaffirmation  of  accreditation  of  the 
associate  degree  nursing  program  by  the 
National  League  for  Nursing; 

Computer  automation  in  the  R.C.  Pugh  Library;  a  100  percent  passing 
rate  on  the  state  licensure  exam  for  students  in  the  LPN  program  at 
Lafayette- Yalobusha  Technical  Center;  the  approval  for  the  addition  of  one 
of  three  new  automotive  electronics  technology  programs  in  the  state;  the 
addition  of  15  binocular  microscopes  to  the  anatomy  and  physiology  lab; 
and  the  addition  of  522,000  in  computer  equipment  and  software  for  the 
calculus/physics  laboratory. 

As  important  as  his  Northwest  family  is  to  him,  Dr.  I  laraway  finds 
quality  time  for  his  own  family.  Married  to  the  former  Ellen  Allen  of  Olive 
Branch,  a  cardiopulmonary  perfusionist  at  Baptist  Memorial  I  lospital  in 
Memphis,  Dr.  1  laraway  helps  with  their  two  children— Neil,  18,  and  Lucia, 
16.  1  lis  daughter  Claudia,  a  Northwest  graduate,  is  a  senior  elementary 
education  majorat  Delta  State  University.

Grisham  visits  Pakistan 

'It  takes  an  open  mind  to  visit  any  other 
culture,"  said  Sandy  Grisham,  social  science 
instructor,  who,  upon  her  return  from  the 
Fulbright  Hayes  Seminar  in  Pakistan  held 

in  late 
June,  re- 
counted 
the  experi- 
ences and 
impres- 
sions gath- 
ered in  the 
Asian 
country. 

Grisham 
discovered 
the  Paki- 
stani cul- 
ture to  be  a 
fascinating 
focus  for 
study  of  a  third  world  country  committed 
to  its  faith  and  traditions,  and  entirely  based 
upon  religion.  As  Grisham  qualified  it,  the 
seminar  constituted  an  invaluable  contribu- 
tion to  her  international  knowledge  and  to 
the  way  she  approaches  her  teaching. 

"As  an  individual,  the  seminar  gave  me 
a  greater  understanding  of  the  human  con- 
dition," she  said.  As  an  instructor  she  feels 
an  obligation  to  make  students  aware  of  the 
needs  of  the  rest  of  the  world  and  of  its  ex- 
istence. 

Despite  the  cultural  variations  and  the 
enormous  differences  between  the  stan- 
dards of  living  of  American  and  Pakistani 
cultures,  Grisham  found  amazing  similari- 
ties. Taking  Mississippi  as  an  example,  the 
similitudes  in  the  degree  of  poverty,  the 
problems  concerning  education  and  the 
struggle  to  bring  about  change  for  the  next 
generations  are  huge.  "We  are  not  worlds 
apart  as  everybody  thinks,"  she  reiterated. 
One  of  Grisham's  accomplishments  of 
this  journey  was  to  bring  a  comprehensive 
study  of  Islam  throughout  history  to  stu- 
dents in  an  attempt  to  make  them  appreci- 
ate the  role  of  a  society  foreign  to  their 
knowledge,  and  to  encourage  them  to  think 
about  how  they  can  become  responsible  citi- 
zens of  the  next  generation. 

"We  can't  grow  thinking  we  are  the  only 
ones;  it's  impossible  to  ignore  the  rest  of  the 
world,"  emphasized  Grisham.

Cartoonist  visits 
Senatobia  campus 

If  your  picture  was  drawn  in  MAD 
magazine,  what  would  you  look  like?  When 
Steve  Gipson  came  to  Northweston  Sept.  27 
you  could  have  found  out. 

Gipson,  whose  work  with  cartoon 
caricatures  has  been  featured  on  HBO, 
Showtime,  the  Comedy  Channel,  and  with 
the  Memphis  Symphony  Orchestra,  just  to 
name  a  few,  has  been  drawing  caricatures 
since  he  was  in  the  third  grade.  Armed  with 
a  tape  recorder,  a  yellow  bag  of  M&Ms,  and 
a  box  of  king-size  markers,  Gipson  talked  of 
philosophy,  history,  comedy,  politics,  and 
anything  else  that  came  up  in  conversation. 

"He  was  cool  and  interesting  to  listen  to, 
which  made  the  long  wait  worth  it,"  said 
Kristi  McGregor,  who  took  advantage  of  the 
free  portrait  session  sponsored  by  Student 
Affairs. 

Gipson,  a  one-year  student  at  the 
University  of  Alabama  (Huntsville),  studied 
only  a  half  semester  of  oil  painting  before 
deciding  to  pursue  other  ventures,  one  of 
them  being  acting,  when  he  landed  a  19- 
second  role  in  the  movie  Gettysburg. 

"I  make  Rush  Limbaugh  look  like  he's  on 
the  left,"  said  Gipson  while  offering  his 
political  views  and  satire.  He  seemed  to  draw 
faster  when  discussing  politics,  but  explained 
that  the  average  time  it  takes  to  draw  a  person 
ranges  anywhere  from  five  to  eight  minutes, 
depending  on  one's  hairstyle. 

Some  students  seemed  impatient  because 
of  the  long  wait,  but  nevertheless  stayed  until 
the  very  end.  After  standing  in  line  for  almost 
three  hours,  I,  too  was  anxious  to  have  my 
caricature  drawn,  but  to  no  avail.  Gipson 
counted  two  more  people  and  ended  his  four 
straight  hours  of  fast-paced  caricature  art. 
Being  the  third  one  in  line,  I  statrted  to  walk 
away  until  he  told  me  to  hang  around  so  he 
could  draw  two  local  celebrity  caricatures  for 
me — Bill  Clinton  and  Elvis  never  looked 
better.

The  Child  Enrichment  Center,  located  on 
the  Senatobia  campus,  is  operated  as  a  labo- 
ratory school  for  college  students  who  are 
majoring  in  Child  Care  Technology. 

Open  Monday  through  Friday,  the  Child 
Enrichment  Center  provides  care  for  ap- 
proximately 10  children,  ages  3-4.  It  is  su- 
pervised by  Instructors  Marilyn  Spears  and 
Judy  Barham  and  Laboratory  Assistant 
Penny  Potts. 

Students  are  involved  in  everything  from 
planning  teaching  sessions  to  making  daily 
meal  plans,  to  making  sure  that  the  kids  are 
safe  and  well  taken  care  of.  To  successfully 
complete  the  course,  students  must  spend 
two  hours  a  week  working  as  if  on  an  actual 
job. 

Some  Child  Care  Technology  majors  ale 
also  involved  in  PASTE,  the  Pre-School  As- 
sociation for  Teachers  and  Educators.  "The 
purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  give  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  work  with  young 
children  by  playing  games  with  them  and 
showing  them  how  to  make  things,"  said 
Spears. 

This  year,  students  took  a  trip  to  Tupelo 
where  they  were  involved  in  a  program 
known  as  MECA,  the  Mississippi  Early 
Childhood  Association.  Men  and  women 
from  all  over  the  state  who  are  interested  in 
working  with  the  young  were  present.  The 
students  also  toured  a  day  care  facility  which 
keeps  100  children  and  is  owned  by  four 
businesses  in  the  Tupelo  area.

Patricia  Warren,  drafting  and  design  instructor 
and  Jahnac  McKibben  have  been  chosen  as 
Northwest's  Outstanding  Educator  and  Student  in 
association  with  HEADWAE. 

HEADWAE,  which  stands  for  Higher  Educa- 
tion Appreciation  Day- Working  for  Academic  Ex- 
cellence, is  a  state-wide  event  honoring  "academi- 
cally talented  students  and  faculty  members  who 
have  made  outstanding  contributions  in  promoting 
academic  excellence."  Members  of  the  legislature 
sponsored  a  luncheon  honoring  the  group  in  Jack- 
son on  Feb. 14. 

Warren,  a  Northwest  alumna,  first  became  in- 
terested in  drafting  and  design  when  she  started 
helping  her  husband  Leon  with  the  drawings  for 
blueprints  in  his  contracting  business. 

She  obtained  her  associate's  degree  in  drafting 
technology  from  Northwest  in  1972.  Then,  after 
making  sure  all  of  their  five  children  were  enrolled 
in  grade  school,  Warren  decided  it  was  her  turn  to 
pursue  her  education.  She  enrolled  at  Mississippi 
State  and  completed  36  semester  hours  in  Techni- 
cal Education. 

Warren's  resume  includes  teaching  at  Northwest 


for  14  years,  as  well  as  14  years'  industrial  work  at 
Chromcraft  in  Senatobia. 

In  1990  Warren  became  the  first  instructor  from 
Mississippi  to  be  accepted  at  the  Lawrence 
Livermore  National  Laboratory  where  she  com- 
pleted 40  hours  of  training  in  engineering  technol- 
ogy. Only  30  teachers  from  throughout  the  nation 
were  selected  for  the  program. 

Winning  another  national  competition  in  1992, 
Warren  participated  in  a  training  program  in  engi- 
neering graphics  at  the  University  of  Texas  where 
she  completed  40  hours  of  work. 

"I  was  shocked,"  said  Warren  of  her  award. 
"There  are  so  many  other  great  teachers  on  this  cam- 
pus, and  I'm  just  flattered  they  voted  for  me.  There 
are  so  many  who  are  as  worthy,  if  not  more  so,  than 
I." 

She  is  an  advisor  for  the  local  VICA  organiza- 
tion and  served  on  the  state  advisory  council  for 
Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America.  Former 
District  I  President  of  the  Mississippi  Association 
of  Vocational  Education,  Warren  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Vocational  Association  and  the  Soci- 
ety of  Mechanical  Engineers.  She  was  a  member

of  the  planning  committee  for  the  National  Insti- 
tute for  Technology  Training  and  served  on  the 
Development  Committee  for  drafting  the  stan- 
dardized vocational-technical  curriculum  for  the 
state  of  Mississippi. 

Warren's  students  have  been  consistently  suc- 
cessful, placing  first,  second,  or  third  in  state- 
wide competition  every  year  for  the  past  decade. 
She  has  had  one  national  winner  in  architectural 
drafting,  and  on  the  state  level  her  students  have 
earned  eight  gold,  seven  silver,  and  three  bronze 
medals. 

In  1992  she  was  named  Mississippi  Techni- 
cal Education  Teacher  of  the  Year.  She  co- 
authored  the  Tech  Prep  Grant  for  Northwest  and 
published  a  training  manual  for  industries. 

"I  feel  that  I've  been  successful  partly  because 
I  love  what  I  do,  and  I  try  hard,"  said  Warren.  "I 
realize  that  I  have  some  shortcomings,  but  short 
people  have  to  run  faster." 

And  if  Warren  had  it  to  do  all  over  again,  she 
would  not  change  a  thing.  "I  love  teaching.  I'd 
rather  be  teaching  than  anything  else  in  the  world. 
If  I  were  rich,  I'd  teach  anyway." 
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With  the  many  achievements  that 
Jahnae  McKibben  has  accomplished, 
it  is  no  surprise  that  she  has  been 
named  Outstanding  Student  this  year, 
which  means  she  alone  was  selected 
from  the  entire  Northwest  system. 

With  this  award  came  the  honor 
of  representing  Northwest  at  Higher 
Education  Appreciation  Day — Work- 
ing for  Academic  Excellence 
(HEADWAE)  in  Jackson  on  Feb.  14. 
Here,  McKibben,  along  with  an  out- 
standing student  from  each  member 
institution  of  the  Mississippi  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges,  was  honored. 

"I  am  honored  to  be  selected  as 
Outstanding  Student  here  at  North- 
west," said  McKibben.  "I  have  been 
kept  very  busy  with  the  hard  work  to 
achieve  my  accomplishments,  and 
this  new  honor  has  given  me  the  de- 
sire to  continue  to  work  hard  to 
achieve  all  of  my  goals  and  to  keep 
up  my  grades.
